'reignt handlers and railroads are in a 
deadlock and announce a determina- 
tion to continue the fight to a finish 
over the question of half a cent per 
hour per mar. On one side are ar- 
•anged twenty-four railroads and on 
the other 10.000 m»n. 


BOTH OBSTINATE. 


The situation tonight is more seri- 


ous than at any time since the com- 
mencement of the trouble, and at no 
time since the 
walk-out 
have the 


points at issue been so obstinately 
nnintnlned. Three 
times 
today the 


fieight handlers sent committees to 
meet the general managers, and three 
times they came back without results. 
On the first call the committees were 
.inahle to find many of them for the 
reason the managers were having a 
meeting of their own. On the second 
call the committees saw the managers, 
but nothing definite resulted. The last 
committee sent out was at the de- 
mand of the teamsters who wanted 
something attempted toward a settle- 
nent. All committees reported as be- 
fore, that they bad failed of any result. 
The committee that went to the Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul, reported they had 
ieen refused admission and were In- 
'ormed that their former employers did 
not care to recelve'them and they had 
all men, necessary in the 
business 


and that hereafter 
no 
deputations 


would be received from employes who 
liad gone on a. strike. The officials of 
the road declared later that they would 
maintain this position. 


After this report to the headquarters 


of the strikers President Curran an- 
lotmced the fight was on to a finish. 
Both sides now declare 
they 
have 


•cached the limit and absolutely noth- 
ng will be conceded. 


The business men, particularly those 


dealing in perishable goods, are restive 
ind declare that they can endure the 
situation but a short time longer. It Is 
costing them more than either the 
strikers or the railroads nnd they say 
it 
1 the strike is not settled within a 
week many of them 
will be badly 


rippled. 
TEAMSTERS WILL STAY OUT. 
President Young of the Teamsters' 


national union arrived tonight and the 
commission men decided to await the 
result of his conference with the mem- 
bers of the union before finally decid- 
ing to go to the depots themselves 
rind haul away perishable freight. It is 
not believed the teamsters will obey 
the orders of the union officers to re- 
turn to work.

ANOTHER 
STATEMENT. 


A statement issued by the railroads 


tonight reviews the situation since its 
original advance 
in 
wages 
by the 


railroads In April and covering the 
present conditions and negotiations. 
It also cites that pressure is being 
brought to bear on them to settle the 
strike and affirm they are as much 
interested in the citj''s welfare as any 
other interest. The statement Is quite 
lengthy and goes 
over the ground 


throoughly from the railroads' point 
of view. It invites attention, too, to 
the contract made by the teamsters in 
the settlement of their recent strike 
and which they now seem to disregard. 


In conclusion the statement says: 
"This situation must have, its dis- 


couraging aspect to the law-abiding 
rank and file among the labor unions, 
so many of whom as individuals, real- 
ize the absolute necessity to maintain- 
ing the integrity of the contracts and 
agreements, and must deplore their 
own inability to maintain such agree- 
ments with their employers when made, 
as in this case, through the interven- 
tion of a union." 
WILL HAUL THEIR OWN GOODS. 


Chicago, July 14—Late this after- 


noon a meeting of the produce com- 
mission men of South Water street 


was held and it was decided that be- 
cause the freight handlers' strike was 
ruining the business an effort will be

After the conference adjourned the 


officers of the Teamsters' union isssued 


petition asking the teamsters to re- 


turn to work in order to prevent a total 
oss of several hundred cars of fruit. 


It is claimed eight railroads have 


Tgreed to the proposition that had been 
submitted to them today. President 
Curran of the freight handlers states 
if this is a fact the strike will be 
settled today. 


RIOTING. 


Chicago, July 14.—The strike reached 


the rioting stage this evening and It 
was only after the police had charged 
on the crowd repeatedly and arrested 
eleven men that a semblance of order 
was restored. 


Eight policemen were sent with two 


teams from the Western Electric to the 
St. Paul freight house, but were un- 
able to extricate the drive rs from the 
pocket into which they were forced by 
the angry teamsters. A ilot call was 
esponded to by several wagons of pa- 
trolmen and after a fierce conflict with 
the obstructing crowd the wagons were 
rescued and the drivers, bruised by 
missiles, were able to reach a place 
of safety.

,-ears 10 come, but the art of acting is 
rlimlnisliing every clay and bids fair to 
disappear entirely. 
The newspapers 


are largely responsible for this condi- 
tion. 


Granted that the art of acting is not 


easy.

Poor Farm 


Ages before Croesus, 
the wealthy 


king of Lydia, had shown Solon, the 
gteat law- giver of Athens, all of his 
great wealth and possessions, to enlist 
his praises and congratulations, on 
which occasion Solon said to Croesus, 
"all things are well that end well," 
there were people buoyed up with lin- 
gering hopes of 
things 
that 
never 


came, and others were depressed by a 
haunting fear that their last days may 
be in a poor house. Although less than 
one person in a thousand 
in Macon 


county is in the poor house, not one 
of the thousand has an absolute as- 
surance that this fate is not In store 
for him. The nine hundred and nine- 
ty-nine that are exempt, feel as if next 
to the grave and to the prison, is the 
poor house. 


Four years ago last March a young 


Norwegian woman, by the name of 
Lydla Williams, was found demented, 
lying in a straw stack a few miles out 
from Decalur with her 
feet 
frozen. 


I was called to the Macon county poor 
house to investigate this case. 
On 


that occasion I was in "the woman's 
sitting room" in that institution. The 
ten or twelve feeble-minded, Insane 
and poverty-stricken women that were 
huddled together in that room at the 
north end of the woman's wing of that 
house, made a picture in real life that 
made an impression 
upon my mind 


that I have not been able to dismiss 
nor efface. 
I have sometimes wonder- 


ed whether this awful photograph was 
made that I might be Impelled to do 
something in some way to improve the 
condition of those whose fate has con- 
sigred them there. 


Surely no one will believe that I con- 


sider myself specially commissioned to 
bring this matter to the attention of 
the public. 
Whenever the subject of 


the poor house came up, that shrouded 
picture 
stood 
in 
the 
foreground. 


Enough for me to perform a so long 
unperformed duty. 
I finally decided 


to make another trip to the poor house 
to determine in my own mind whether 
at the first visit I was too emotional 
and too sentimental, or whether the con- 
ditions there would warrant mp in writ- 
ing up the affair and thereby create a 
bealthy public sentiment, 
which will 


influence the board of supervisors of 
Macon county, to improve the condi- 
tions of the unfortunates in that asy- 
lum of human refuse, so as to bring 
them upon a basis of humanity and of 
charity. 


On the 13th of February, 1864, Macon 


county purchased of John Calhoun 200 
acres of land in section 25 in Hickory 
Point township for $8,000. This institu- 
tion, known as the poor farm, is locat- 
ed three and a half miles north tnd 
one and a half miles east of the Mar.on 
county court house. 


The original building with the nat- 


row part fronting south Is about thirty 
feet wide by eighty feet deep. On 
each side and twenty-four feet back 
from the front, have been added wings, 
twenty-five feet wide and each abo-u 
120 feet long.

.lean eggs may be easily preserved for 
a considerable length of time. To pre- 
ierve an egg the germs of putrefaction 
must be destroyed, or kept dormant, 
or their growth prevented in some way. 
The oxygen of the air is the chief sup- 
porter of the chemical changes that 
:ake place in an egg" during the pro- 
•ess of rotting. 


In most methods of preserving eggs, 


.herefore, it Is desirable to exclude or 
sterilize the air, which may act as a 
conveyor of both germs and oxygen to 
:he eggs. Fresh eggs, if infertile, are 
found, even after several days ex- 
,osure to the temperature of incuba- 
lon, to have changed but slightly, and 
may be still used for culinary purposes. 
\ fertile egg , which has been incubat- 
ed even for a few hours, so that the 
embryo chick has commenced to grow 
and then for some reason has died 
soon decomposes under ordinary condi- 
.ions. 


Among the many materials that have 


been recommended as egg preserva- 
tives, trial was made of the following: 
Water glass (v. silicate of soda), dry 
table salt, slaked lime and salt brine, 
vaseline, dry wood ashes, finely pow- 
dered 
gypsum 
(sulphate 
of lime), 


powdered sulphur, permanganate of 
potash, salicylic asid and salt brine. 
For each tent fresh eggs, carefully 
gathered and cautiously handled, were j 
used. When the preservative was in 
the form of a powder, clean, dry, un- 
washed eggs were employed. In the

Devices to Make the Producing And 


Consuming Seasons Overlap. 


For the next month or so home-laid 


eggs will be at their cheapest In this 
country because of their abundance, 
says the London Times| Six or seven 
months hence they will be at their 
dearest because of their scarcity. In 
many English farmhouses butter is 
still preserved in the summer, often 
m sufficient quantity to meet domestic 
requirements 
until well within the 


spring of the ensuing year. What cor- 
responding efforts are made to carry 
eggs over from a period of plenty, 
they are cheap; to ajtime of dearth, 
when they are costly, it would be dif- 
ficult to say; but there need be no 
hesitation in asserting that the do- 
mestic preservation of eggs might be 
profitably resorted to on a much larg- 
er scale than Is commonly the case. On 
a commercial scale an equitable basis 
may be maintained between summer 
and winter prices by putting into cold 
storage the plethora of eggs that ar- 
rive at the time when the days arc 
approaching their longest. If fresh and 
good when placed in the cold store the 
eggs will remain for months in a dor- 
mant condition. At some of the great 
American packing houses in Chicago 
the eggs are not stored whole, but the 
contents are removed from the shell 
and put into cans in liquid form, either 
mixed together or whites and yokes 
separately, for bakers' purposes. Only 
the finest of stock is used and no pre- 
preservatlve of any kind Is employed. 
Another effective method is that of 
drying the separated yolks and whites 
—if these are thoroughly and properly 
dried and subsequently kept dry a very 
long time may tie allowed to elapse If 
necessary before using. Where cold 
storage is not available the preserva- 
tion of eggs must be effected by some 
other means, and the results of a series 
of experiments carried out at the 
Rhode Island agricultural experiment 
station throw Instructive light upon 
the subject for they show that good

stance may he used. For a period of a 
few months only packing in dry table 
salt is effective. Of ail the substances 
experimented with, 
however, 
water 


glass solution proved to be the mist 
worthy of commendation. This mater- 
ial may be obtained of druggists at 
about 2s 6d a gallon. It is easily man- 
ipulated and the solution may be re- 
peatedly used. The eggs should be com- 
pletely immersed in the solution, and, 
it' any eggs float, an inner cover which 
will sink them below the surface of the 
liquid should be used. In several tests 
where the eggs were placed in stone 
jars Inverted saucers were used 'for 
thin purpose. The water gloss or solu- 
ble glass, which was employed was of 
specific gravity 1.12, and was diluted 
with water to a 10 per cent solution, 
that it one pint of water glass ndded 
to nine pints of boiled water. It was 
found, however, that 
llv

could be reduced to as low as 3 pel- 
cent, and the solution still retained a 
complete preservative power over eggs 
after an interval of ton or eleven 
months. The outlay on water prlasp at 
2s 6d a gallon would amount to about 
a third of a penny per dozen ORTKS. In 
addition, there would be the ro;,t of the 
jars or other receptacles, which may 
bo of stoneware, glass or wood.

Dispute About Rural Route No. 3 Is 


Finally Settled By The Authori- 


ties at Washington. 


BOTH 
CONTESTANTS 
SERVED. 


A Change Made In Route No. 2 Run- 


ning East From City. 


Postmaster Calhoun received notice 


from the postofflce 
department yes- 


terday of certain changes in Rural 
Routes No. 2, 3 and 5. These changes 
will go into effect the first day of Au- 
gust. 


The change on route 3 is the one 


which h.is been most earnestly con- 
tested by the patrons In interest. This 
is the route that runs toward and 
beyond Harristown. 
The contention 


has centeied about section 6 north- 
west of the city. 
This route as or- 


iginally 01 tiered by 
the 
department 


ran along the Bearsdale road on the 
east side of section 6, thence west 
along the north side of that section, 
thence south on the west side of the 
section to the center of the section 
thence west. The change ordered 
In 


this route is confined to this part of 
the route and consists of an exten- 
sion of the route from the southeast 
corner of the section to the center of 
the section on the south side and re- 
tuining to the corner continuing the 
route on the east, north and west sides 
as before. This change seems to have 
been In the nature of a compromise. 


The change In route No. 2 is ordered 


because two rural route traverse the 
Spangler road from the postofflce tc 
the Brush school house. 
The carrier 


who delivers the mall on Route No. 5 
goes out the Spangler road In the 
morning while the carrier on No. 2 
comes In on that road In the afternoon. 
The patrons of course prefer to hav*3 


their mail delivered in the morning 
and that leaves carrier No. 2 no deliv- 
eries from the 
Brush 
school 
In. 


Route No. 
'2 Is therefore changed to 


leave the present 
route 
one 
half 


mile north of the school house and 
running west to the Geddes lane and 
south on that lane to William street, 
thus accommodating more than half 
a dozen families. 


The change in Route No. 5 is the 


most radical change of all. This route 
as originally inaugurated was 27 miles 
in length which Is above the mnximum 
length and too much for man and 
horse to traverse every day in the 
week, excepting Sunday. 
One mile 


has been added to the route and three 
taken off, leaving the length of the 
route 25 miles. 
Tho changes are as 


follows: 
At a point one-fourth of a 


mile south of the center of the south 
line of section 9 the route is changed 
to run west one-half mile, south to 
the southwest corner of Section 16; 
thence east on a direct line to the 
southeast corner of section 17 refusing 
that part of the route running north, 
«ast and south around section 13. Af- 
ter running south one mile from the 
southeast 
corner of section 
17 the 


route Is made to run directly west 
refusing the jog of one half mile south 
at that part of the route. 


Inspector 
Calif 
Inspected 
these 


routes about the first of May and took 
great care to hear what those who 
favored the changes had to say and he 
also heard 
them opposed 
to the 


changes and after hearing both sides 
except where It became necessary to 
shorten a route, and after hearing all 
who cared to be heard he made his 
recommendations to the 
department 


and upon his recommendations these 
changes have been ordered to be made 
August 1, 1902.
